The St, Clemment’s Trouble.
Iy the Mditor of The Bvontng Teligraph,

Ae you have opened your columns to a coms
munieation from **A Parishioner,” upon the
present nobappy difficulties at i Clement's
Church, I trust yon will allow “‘An Outsider” a
corner in Tue Evewsixe Tersanaru, for a few
remarke npon the same sabjeet. A deep interest
is already felt in the matter by the members of
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and it Is
epreading among the geveral public; while
owing to the meoagre data [urnlshed by the op-
posing parties, It is not easy Lo form a correct
opinion of the merits of the case, and, as a
oatural consequence, exaggeration and mis-
representation are rife,

Two ofticia! documents are published —the
first an extroct from the minntes of the vestry,
including the letter of the Right Rev. Willinm
B, Stevens, Dishop ol the dlocese; the second a
paper addressed to the congregalion of B,
Clement's by the Rev. H. G. Dattersoa, rector
of the parish. Both of these have appeared in
your paper, and your readers are therefore well
acqualmted with their contonts, The letter from
“*A Parighioner,” in your isane of Friday last, is
in support of the rector's case, couched in
nearly e same language, lngpired Ly the same
thought, and actuated by the same object as Dr,
Batterson's paper. It has, however, an addi-
tionnl end ju view, very clear to the general
reader—a strong desire 1o throw discredit upon
the vestry In thelr corporate capacily and as
Christian getlemen.

A few words will probably shed usefnl light
upon the entire subject. The anuval election
for a veetry I8 to be held at Enster, according
to unsage, For two years De JBalterson has
oecupled the positlon ol rector, and during that
petiod, it Is scurcely necessary o say, there has
been a radical change in the mode of condncting
the servicos, and it i3 alleged that there have
also been radical changes 1 some of the doe-
trines tuught, Ungnestionably the services of
the chureh have Iallen under the cautrol of a
certain “brotherhiood” of which the rector was
once the chiaplain <an u=sociation committed to
the enconragement of what they are pleased to
eall “advanced views," and *‘togo to 8t Cle-
ment's to gee the fun” became, and still is, the
Sunday evening's amusement of a greal many
people who have very little respect for re'igion
of any sort. The vestry very properly felt that
the odium eof conntenancing these “advanced
views" rested upon thelr shoulders, and they
frequently discuseed the maller al their meet-
imgs, remonpstrating, In  all probabliity, too
mildly with the reverend gentleman they had
called to the parish. The expression ‘‘too
mildly" is iaotentionally employed, as it best

indicates the gentle, forbearing character
evinced by these long-sulfering gentlemen ever
_ginee the church was ballt, It is impossible to
say by what means were circulated throughout
the church the mapy unkind things uttered in
regard to the vestrymen. These nttarances must
nave become very abusive, as may be seen in YA
Parishioner's” letter, when he ventures to put in
publie priot guch a paragraph as this:—"Of the
ten dissenters of the vestry, three are not com-
municante, one hns never been baptized, three
do not attend St. CUlement's at all, and one has
 received commuunion only once in twenty years.
It seems that Chiristian dulies of any kind lay
beavy upon them, and are neglected.  Christian
privileges, voluntary penance, for instance, are
abominable in their sight.”

The itallcs are in the original. By *‘ten dis-
eenters” 18 meant the ten out of the twelve ves-
trymen who are opposed to the present coadi-
tion of affairs in the church. It is perfectly
evident that the plan of the Batterson party is
to creale an impression that the vestry ave irre-
ligious men, and that their sanctimonious selves
represent the purely religious element. It may
well be conceived that many such slurs as these
wounld reuse the mildest men to vindieate their
position. They took the simplest means to make
their real standpoint known, previous to the
election, by publishing the minutes of those of
their meetinge at which the 111 : ulties had been
discussed, togetlier with the letter of the Bishop,
the highest clerical authority in the State—a
letter which proves, as clearly as any words can
dn, the correctuess of their views,

r. Batterson mnkes great complaint that the
matter was referred to the Bishop at all, and, in
the course of his singularly incohierent paper,
defies the Episcopal authority—a very unususl
proceeding in the High Church, as it has been
wont 1o regard a bishop with marked reverence.
1he friends of the rector, including “A Parish-
ioner,” are dolng their utmost to force the belief
that the vealry published their statement solely
a8 an electioneering pamphlet, and grow very
eloquent over their “‘unchristian, lmraceut, and
shameful"” conduct. The troth I8 eimply that
the vestry decline to make any effort whatever
to seeure a re-election or to influence o single
vote. They rest their case entirely upon
the plain statement they have published
over their own signatures, and disdain to enter
into a contest with the (?qu@lte party. They
bave cleared themselves of the blame unjustly
healged upon them, and they bave confldence
in the good sense of the very few persons who
bave a right Lo vole.

If these voiers delibe-
rately choote to put themselves in a deflant
pogition towards LLeir bishop by advocating the
“advanced views,” and by electing n new
vestry pledged to enceurage all ths vagaries of
the Brotherhood and all the latest “‘traditions
pf the Anglican Church,” they do 8o upon their
pwn responsibility: bul they should remember,
vefore iney do so, that St, Clement's Church
owes its exlstence to some of the gentlemen they
would expel from its councils; that, but for their
easeless liberality, the pecuniary Habillties of
g establishment would have overwhelmed it
and again; and that, without thelr ever-
ady purges, even now, the account-books
ouls not be balanced. It ls cruelly unjust thet
#¢A Parishioner” should be permitted 1o gay the
Aestrymen “‘have no right to disturb the peace
‘and happlness of St Clement’'s Church by
their unseemly clamor,” thus giving the im-
pression that they are (o blame for the present
troubles. Is it to be supposed for a moment
that the vestry would wilfully emndeavor to
destroy the bharmony or Injure the success
of an Institution in which they have always
taken the most active interest 7 On the contrary,
they are trying to undo the mischiel worked by
others—an ungrateful lask they have been once
before compelled to undertake; and this manly
determination o do what they consclentiously
helicve to be right 18 called by their enemie a
vicharacteristic to quarrel with their reclors.”
Whe electioneering business is carrled on exelu-
sively by the “advanced” party, and any amount
of political dodging has been practised for some
time past under the appropriste Jesultical
maxim of ‘‘the end sanciifies the means.”
These active partisans of the Reformed Catho-
lie Church are anxious to make the world belleve
they have gothered a large congregation at Bi.
(lement's; the services are well attended In the
evenings by curlous strangers, but the pew rental
bas not increased materially, as Jhe new payiog
tenants do little more than oceupy the pews
vacated by former worshippers, who have been
Eriven away by the innovations in the ritual,
The efloris made to defend banuer-carrying,
candle-burning, altar adoration and decoration,
the addition of the waler to the wine in the
communion office, and the wearlog of colored
stoles, are very shallow and of little imsgunce.
If le llké to have banners, candles, em-
brolderles, crosses, eto., efe., It1s a matler of
taste, It is plcmreulue, but it 18 very childish,
and anything rather thau ap “advaoced view"
of religion. All this church millinery tickles
the vanity of & few foollsh young brothers, and
renders them attractive to some equally brain-
less young women. The ouly trouble s, as the
B remarks, that these apparently small and
b esg poluts wheumlJu; ted “indlecate a
growth of symboliem a drifting errorward
that canuof be too epeedily checked, If we
‘would defend the falth once delivered to the
sainis,” ‘Those who advocale these changes in-
dignantly diselalm, now, any wish or inteation
to follow the teachings or ritual of the Roman
Chureb, but every one knows that “imitation Is
ihe sincerest formn of fattery.’

Bhould a mew vestry be elected the public
msy lock for many more novelties at St. Clem-
exil; indeed, these may be expecied in amy

event, as the “‘clergy of 8. Ulement's" declare
their fixed intention to continue the advanced
#lyle of service In eplie of bizshop or vesiry.

"It & & very pretly quarrel a8 it stands;” but
there i a third party in it perhaps not takea
into consideration, the Eplscopal power, which
hag been so ineolently defled, and which, if exer-
cleed with the same vigor as evinced in the
admirable letter of the Bishop, could speedily
end the difliculties by removing the canse.
